Tariff Decisions & Regulations. 
GOODS MISSING FROM IMPORTED PACKAGES. 
WASHINGTON, D. Oct. 9 Che atten 

tion of the Treasury Department has been 
invited to the fact that, notwithstanding 
that article 1419 of the customs regulations 
of 1899 provides that no allowance shall be 
made for articles missing from imported 
packages unless satisfactory evidence shall 
be adduced that the missing goods were not 
in fact packed abroad or that the shortage 
shall have occurred before the arrival of 
the goods in this country, the practice in 
this regard is not uniform, in view of the 
conflicting decisions of the Department and 
the Board of General Appraisers in cases of 
this kind. 

While section 2921 of the Revised Sta- 
tutes provides that “if, on the opening of 
any package, any deficiency of any article 
shall be found on examination by the ap- 
praisers, the same shall be certified to the 
collector on the invoice, and an allowance 
for the same shall be made in estimating 
duties,” the Department contends that it 


s been the practice to consider the defi- 
ciency contemplated in that section to be 
one due to the failure to pack merchandise 
as invoiced, or through other causes aris- 
ing prior to the importation of the mer- 
-handise into the United States. 

When a case has been tampered with and 

is found by the appraiser, on examination, 
to contain less merchandise than the invoice 
calls for, the reasonable presumption is that 
an error has been made abroad, either in 
packing the goods or in preparing the in- 
oice. A case of this kind would properly 
fall under article 1451, and due allowance 
would be made, on the other hand, where 
packages containing imported merchandise 
ire received in bad order or bear evidence 
f having been tampered with and portions 
yf the articles abstracted, it is the general 
rule to treat such cases as falling within the 
scope of article 1419 of the customs regula- 
tions of 1899, and no allowance for the 
shortage should be made, unless satisfac- 
tory evidence is produced that the merchan- 
dise missing has not been landed in the 
United States

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Amended Philippine Tariff. 


Provisions of the New Tariff Bearing Up- 
on the Jewelry and Kindred Trades. 
Wasuinoton, D. C., Oct. 9—The War 

Department has made public the 

amended Philippine tariff. It was prepared 

by the Philippine Commission and is known 

the tariff revision law of 1901. It will 
take effect on November 15, 1901, but pro- 
vision is made that merchandise in transit 
at the time the present revision goes into 
effect under the pro- 
visions of law existing at the time of ship- 
ment; provided, however, that this privilege 
shall not be extended beyond the period of 

60 days after the date of the enforcement of 

the amended law

shall, for the application of duty, be assimil- 
ated to those which they most closely re- 
semble, and shall in the first instance be so 
collector of the port of 
entry into which the articles are brought. 
When an article presented for appraisal is

Germany’s New Custom Tariff on 
Watches Condemned. 

\ press dispatch from Bremen, Germany, 
says as follows: 

“The new German customs tariff contem- 
plates a duty of 3 marks (72 cents) on gold 
watches and 1.50 marks (36 cents) on all 
others. However, it is not likely that the 
present rates will be changed In 1885 an 
attempt was made by the bundesrath to en- 
force the high rates mentioned, but on ac- 
count of the organized smuggling which the 
increased rates produced, resulting in 
smaller customs receipts, the law was re- 
pealed. In a petition to the bundesrath the 
German Watchmakers’ Association sets 
forth that the enforcement of the proposed 
duty would create the same conditions as 
in 1885, except that in addition to the Swiss 
competition, the Americans would become 
formidable rivals in the home market.”

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Mysterious Disappearance of Trunk of

There 
was nothing in the cut to clearly indicate 
that an optician was using it to advertise 
his business. So much for the poor illustra- 
tion. 

The first display line of the ad. read: 
“A Bright Prospect’; nothing about eyes 
or glasses or opticians, and no apparent re- 
lation to the cut. The next sentence read: 


Spring opens with bright prospects to all, and 


it’s important that perfect vision should be yours, 
to enable you to fully enjoy the season 

It must be understood that this was 
printed in September. Possibly the optician 
intended the people to wait until next Spring 
and then go to him for treatment; perhaps 
he meant them to go to him now in order 
that he might work on their eyes all Winter, 
and thus enable them to enjoy the Spring 
season. It is difficult to fathom what he 
meant. 

This brings us to the point: always en- 
deavor to have and all your ads.

Practical Tracing of Theoretic Curves for 
Balance Springs. 


{From the French of M. Decressain, of the Paris 
Horological School, in the Revue Chrono 
métrique.] 

HE following is the process proposed 
by M. James, Professor in the Geneva 

Horological School, for practically con- 

structing the curves of balance springs ac- 

cording to the theoretical conditions laid 
down by M. Philipps. 

Trace on a sheet of paper from the center 
O a circle representing the exterior of the 
spring, magnified 20 to 30 times. Mark the 
commencement of the curve A and the pins 
of the index B; then attach the sheet against 
a wall. Make of a rather stiff iron wire an 
approximative curve of a length equal to 
AB. Suspend this curve by a light, flexible 
wire terminated by a lead and slide along 
the point of attachment, in order to find the 
position in which the wire, having its ex- 
tremities at the points A and B, may be in 
equilibrium before the sheet of paper. (Fig. 
1.) Note exactly the vertical line passing

through the point of suspension of the wire 
and trace it on the paper. 

According to the law of the equilibrium of 
bodies, the center of gravity of the wire 
curve will be in this straight line. Now 
change the point of attachment cf the curve 
and allow it to come without restraint to a 
new state of equilibrium. Detach the paper 
and move it so as to present the points A 
and B to the right of the extremities corre- 
sponding to the iron wire. The vertical 
line of suspension is traced as above, and as 
it also contains the center of gravity, it re 
sults that this point is at the intersection 
I of the two verticals. It remains to ascer- 
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tain whether this point I (Fig. 2) in its 
position and in its distance from the center

The 
result will be quickly reached. We have 
adopted the plan at the Paris Horological 
School, where our pupils construct theoreti 
cal curves according to the method de 
scribed by M. James 

To reduce the trials as much as possible 
the position which the center of gravity of 
the curve ought to occupy with regard to its 
length, its point of origin and the radius of 
the spring are previously marked on the 
paper. Then the curve sought for ought to 
have its center of gravity in a vertical line 
passing through the point calculated and 
constructed in advance. The operator does 
not pass from the first step to the second 
until he has formed a curve corresponding 
to this requirement. 

To avoid the calculation and to utilize 
only the rule and the compass in the search 


for the center of gravity, a geometric trac- 
ing is applied, founded on the formula

HERE was offered for sale by auction 
at the North Stafford Hotel, Stoke-on- 
Trent, England, on Sept. 3, as a going con- 
cern, the business, goodwill, stock in trade, 
trade-marks, desigas, tenants’ fixtures, plant 
and raw materials and other property con- 
nected with the china, earthenware and tile 
works known as Mintons, Ltd., together 
with the lease of the manufactories at Stoke 
and the lease of 25 Farringdon Ave., Lon- 
don, and the show rooms, offices and ware- 
houses there. The auctioneer said “the 
purchaser would have the right to use the 
firm’s name, which was worth a good deal.” 
Among the conditions of sale were two 
important ones. One was that the business 
shall not be removed from the present 
premises without the written consent of the 
landlord. The other was that the stock in 
trade would have to be taken at a valua- 
tion. It was stated that at the last stock- 
taking the stock was valued at £54,000. No 
bid was made, but R. Johnson said if the 
auctioneer would delete from the conditions 
the one that referred to taking over the 
stock he would make him an offer. The 
auctioneer said he could not alter his condi- 
tions of sale, and the proceedings termin- 
ated. 


Glass Brevities. 


HE mosaic system of glass painting was 
in general use in Europe in 1300. 

Flexible glass was shown at the court of 
Casimir IV., King of Poiand, by an Italian, 
in the year 1445. 

Plate glass windows for were 
made at the Duke of Buckingham’s works 
in London in 1673. 

Essays in colored glass window work on 
new and original lines were attempted in 
the United States in 1870. 

The oldest painted windows now in Eng- 
land are in the choir at Canterbury 
Cathedral, which date from 1174. 

St. Sophia, at Constantinople, when re- 
built by Justinian in 532 A. D., was adorned 
with colored windows and mosaics.

seum, which was made in 3064 B. C. 

The Pheenicians made all kinds of blown 
glass at Tyre and Sidon in 1450 B. C. 

Colored glass windows were placed in the 
Abbey of Tegernsu, Bavaria, in 999 A. D. 

Blown and cut greenish transparent gla 
bowls were made by the Assyrians in 7 
B 

Cameo glass came into use among the 
Romans (Portland and Naples vases) in 79 
A. D. 

The Church of St. Cyprian, at Murano, 
was decorated with glass mosaics in 882 
A. D. 

In 1747 Connecticut granted to Thomas 
Darling the exclusive right to make glass 
in the colony.

glue. Major’s cement has been found an ex- 
cellent article for this purpose. After dry 
ing thoroughly the surplus cement and in 
serted bone can be removed with a file. 
‘his method of repairing fan sticks is, no 
doubt, the best and neatest. When the 
sticks part at the joints, clean the edges and 
re-cement. Always allow the glue or ce- 
ment to become perfectly hardened before 
attempting to finish the repair job. For glu- 
ing down lace, etc., a mere trifle of Ma- 
jor’s cement, applied with a match stick, will 
secure it without any of it showing through. 

Gilding to Remove.—Gilding on articles 
can be removed by the electrical process or 
by heating. By the first method the article 
is attached to the positive pole of a battery 
and immersed into a saturated cyanide solu- 
tion. Then attach a piece of copper to 
the negative wire and immerse into the solu 
tion. The gold will be dissolved from the 
gilded article and a part held in solution, 
while some of it will be deposited on to the 
copper plate. The second method is the 
quickest and in many cases the best. Lay 
the gilded article on a piece of charcoal and 
heat to redness. Allow it to cool and im- 
merse into the sulphuric acid pickle for 
an hour. One heating often is sufficient, but 
if the gilding is not perfectly removed pro- 
ceed as before. 

Isinglass.—This substance is used instead 
of glass for covering pictures, etc., in lock- 
ets and is much easier to cut into the proper 
shape and size. It is also used when sol- 
dering enameled articles. Lay the isin- 
glass on the charcoal and place the article 
on it. Thus, when the enamel becomes soft 
it will adhere to the isinglass and not be 
come covered with charcoal spots, etc. 

Inkstand Tops to Remove.—Inkstand and 
viniagrette tops are removed by soaking the 
irticles in warm water for an hour or so 
to soften the calcium plaster. Then with a 
screwdriver, knife, etc., gently force the top 
upward. This method very seldom fails to 
remove any top, no matter how securely it
